Over Dollar 


Brings Term 


A Richland Township man was 
sentenced today to serve from 
six to 23 months in Bucks Coun­ 
ty Prison in the fist-fight death 
of a 65-year-old neighbor over a 
dollar bill. 
Donald L. Gibson, 28-ycar-old 
father of seven 
children, 
was 
sentenced on a voluntary m an­ 
slaughter charge, 
to 
which 
he 
pleaded guilty .before President 
Judge Edward G. Beister, with 
the consent of the district 
at­ 
torney. 
Gibson, a $60 a week factory 
clerk, 
originally 
was 
charged 
with murder in the death of Hil­ 
lary Lockhart, owner of a gen­ 
eral store at Shelly, near Quak­ 
ertown. 
Judge Beisicr suspended sen­ 
tence on the larceny charge to 
which Gibson had pleaded no de­ 
fense. 
The fatal fight took place Sept. 
7, after Gibson had accepted an 
extra dollar in change given him 
in error by Mrs. Lockhart after 
Gibson had m ade a purchase at 
the store. 
“ This foolish action in taking 
something to which you weren't 
entitled, set this whole unfortu­ 
nate episode in motion.’’ Judge 
Biester told the defendant. 
Gibson had been free in $5,000 
bail after Lockhart died in an Al­ 
lentown hospital the day after 
the fight.
